DAFFODILS 


Daffodils (sometimes called Nar- 
cissus also) are among the most 
beautiful of bulbous flowers, and 
they grow well in most parts of the 
U.S., particularly the midwest. Once 
established, they live for years. 

Plant them 4 or 5” deep in heavy 
soils, or 6 to 8” deep in light sandy 
soils. Use them in beds, as edgings 
to walks or beds, around shrub- 
bery, or in groups in lawns or 
woodland places. They are among 
the finest of all cut flowers too. 

It is good to lift and replant the 
clumps of bulbs every three or four 
years, to avoid crowding. Before 
doing this, let the foliage turn toa 
lifeless yellow. 

Daffodils also make fine house 
plants for early spring bloom. For 
this purpose, they should be potted 
in the fall and left in a cool dark 
place until about January. Then 
bring them into a warmer area, but 
not in full light, until the leaves 
start up well. When the buds start 
showing, bring the plant into full 
sunlight.

How Our New Method of Wrapping 
Perennials Gives You Better Plants 


Practically all of the perennials that we 
ship in the fall are field-grown plants. Just 
as soon as they become dormant enough, 
we dig them and bring them into our seed- 
house for wrapping. They are enclosed 
(partially or fully, depending upon the 
kind of plant) in a polyethylene plastic 
film. 
This polyethylene film retains moisture 
so that the plant doesn’t dry out. At the 
same time, gases can pass back 
po and forth thru the film so the 
plant can ‘‘breathe’’, as it must 
to live. 

By wrapping our perennials in 
this plastic film, we can ship them 
to you without their drying out 
or smothering while on their way 
to you. Whether you live fifty 
miles away, or clear across the 
country, the plants reach you in 
the same good condition. 

After you receive the plants, 
get them into the ground quickly. 

~ However, because of the protec- 
tion given the plants by the plas- 
tic film, they can be kept safely 
for several days before planting 
if necessary.

The top one isan Aster 
plant, fully enclosed in a plastic 
bag. The lower one is an Iris; this 
plant ships better if only the roots 
are enclosed in the plastic film.

(Pictured on Opposite Page) 


Fall is the best time for planting 
phlox. The roots get hooked into 
the soil and the plants are ‘“‘rarin’ 
to go”’ with the first breath of 
spring. Mulch well after (not 
before) ground freezes the first 
winter. 

Phlox grow 18” to 36” high, 
depending upon soil. They like 
full sun, but do well in partial 
shade. The pastel pinks and blues 
look better in partial shade 
where the sun won’t fade them. 

Phlox bloom in July and Au- 
gust, and are perfectly hardy. 
Keep the flowers cut so the 
plants won’t go to seed and quit 
blooming. The seedlings usually 
come a muddy magenta color 
and, being vigorous, crowd out 
your good varieties.

If you have never planted lilies in the fall, we urge you to 
do so. You probably know, of course, that the Madonna 
lily should be planted in the fall only, but you will find 
that all lilies are particularly well adapted to fall plant- 
ing. Just plant them in the usual way but, if you live 
where the ground freezes, mulch with 2 inches of coarse 
straw after the ground is frozen, particularly the first 
winter.

The best time to plant Hybrid Elms is in the 
fall when trees become dormant enough to 
move (usually Oct., when we ship), up until 
the ground freezes solid. Mound a pile of dirt 
around base of the tree this winter to prevent 
frost heaving. Rabbits like young Hybrid Elms, 
so tie fine-emesh wire or our Aluminum Tree 
Protectors, or heavy paper, around the trunk 
for the first couple of winters.

But trees and shrubs are not 
dormant enough to ship until late October or 
early November. Don’t worry about their 
being too late for fall planting because you 
can plant successfully in the fall even when 
you have to break a heavy frozen crust to dig 
a hole.

The 
minimum charge for railway express is 2.01, 
plus 3% Federal tax, or a total of 2.07. Most 
packages do not exceed this minimum because 
we can ship 10 pounds 800 miles, or 20 
pounds 300 miles, before going over the 
minimum.
